Air Raid Siren 
Test on tone 10 

28 Wardens Stationed 
In Boro Will Report 
Results 

Narberth Borough -will test Its 
air raid siren on June 10 sometime 
between 7:30 and 8:30 p. m. 

When the test is made the siren 
will: 

Blow for one minute; 

Remain silent for two or three 
minutes; 
Blow again for one minute. 

At the time of the test 28 air raid 
wardens will be stationed in varipus 
parts of the Borough to record if 
the siren blast is "extra good," 
"good" or "poor." 

After the first blast of the siren 
Chief Air Raid Warden Joseph L. 
Kelley -wants the people to retire 
to their sleeping quarters to And 
out if the siren would be audible 
during a night air raid. If the 
siren is not audible on the second 
blast this should be reported to the 
neighborhood post warden. 

The siren will be sounded from 
the rear roof of the Narberth Fire 
Company by Fire Chief Albert 
Nulty. If the test proves satisfac- 
tory the siren will be purchased 
and installed on a permanent rotat- 
ing disc. It is believed that the 
rotating siren will reach all locali- 
ties where dead hearing spots have 
been reported.

Control Center 

Will Marshal All 
Defense Forces In 
Case of Air Raid 

Plans for a five-county control 
center have been approved by Dela- 
ware, Montgomery, Bucks, Chester 

and Philadelphia .counties. .. 

^Defense officials . in. .the counties 
will operate the control center 
which will be prepared to direct 
and concentrate medical aid or aux- 
iliary services wherever they are 
needed during an air raid. 

The cost of setting up and oper- 
ating the control center, estimated 
at $15,000 for the remainder of the 
year, will be borne by the five 
counties.

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ECONOMY NOW PREVENTS 
RATIONING LATER 

As the war progresses rationing may be inevitable for 
many articles. How extensive it may become as a National 
policy, however, will depend on what econom.es we practice 
now and wi+h what wisdom we live with an eye to the future. 
If we had started using less gasoline a year ago we would have 
had more to meet the emergency today. It is the same with 
other commodities. 

Rationing may be determined by local factors which are 
far removed from the National war effort and such factors are 
affecting our water supply in suburban Philadelphia today. 

A program of expansion, planned by the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Water Company in 1939. was arrested by the war. This 
means, that despite increased demands for water, these demands 
will have to be met with present day facilities. Likewise, it is 
not hard for any of us to see that if an emergency occurs in 
which great quantities of water are used we will, need all our 
water resources. 

Uncontrolled and, in some cases, unscrupulous sprinkling 
of lawns and gardens is one of the greatest menaces to the 
maintenance of satisfactory water pressure af all points. Leak- 
ing taps and other thoughtless wasting of water further aggrav- 
ate the problem. 

Water, a vital product for nutrition, health and sanitation, 
is the last product we want to see rationed in any form. There 
is no danger of such steps being taken but economy in the use 
of water now will guarantee that these steps will never be 
taken. .

The Club's judges 
considered this book so important toward 
clarifying public opinion as to how the war 
has to be won that they decided to distrib- 
ute it immediately, along with the book 
previously announced, Franz Werfel's "The 
Song of Bernadette." 

William Allen White, one of the judges, 
states: "It is advisable for laymen to re- 
member on reading 'Victory Through Air 
Power' that on one point— his advocacy 
of a separate air force — Major Seversky's 
conclusions still remain a thesis in a con- 
troversial field. The crucial theme of this 
book is nothing less than the winning or

stake, jumping quickly to conclusions is a peace-time luxury we cannot 
now indulge. At the same time the central theme seems indisputable: 
that the war cannot be won unless a total supremacy in the air is 
achieved. This idea itself must achieve total supremacy in the minds of 
our war managers, or we shall never do all that is needed, and all that 
we can do, to bring the war to a successful conclusion for our side." 

Seversky was the leading Russian ace in the first World War. He was 
adviser to the late General Billy Mitchell during the General's demon- 
stration of the ability of aircraft to sink battleships, and was appointed 
consulting engineer to the War Department as a consequence. A lead- 
ing airplane designer and long an exponent of a unified air command, 
Seversky pioneered in high altitude combat tactics; developed and built 
the first turbo-supercharged aircool-cngined fighter. 

He designed the world's first fully automatic bombsight. He likewise 
designed and built the world's fastest amphibian plane, the first low- 
wing basic training plane for the U. S. Army Air Corps, and is respon- 
sible for the development of American pursuit planes in their present 
form.
